Those  enterprising  and  experienced  nur- 
serymen, Jno.  Watson,  Pres,  of  the  Ameri- 
can Assn,  of  Nurserymen,  and  Wm.  Flem- 
mer,  Pres,  of  The  Ornamental  Growers’  Associa- 
tion, naturally  included  West  Grove  in  their  early 
Autumn  (1916)  inspection  tour  of  nurseries. 

Their  comments  at  that  time  would  lead  one 
to  infer  that  if  we  had  in  America  an  organization 
offering  a prize  for  the  cleanest  kept  nursery 
(such  as  was  offered  by  the  Horticultural  Society 
of  France),  The  Conard  & Jones  Nursery  would 
be  most  certainly  eligible  for  such  an  award. 

But  quite  as  pertinent  to  you  Mr.  Nurserymen, 
was  their  comment  upon  Berberis  grown  from 
cuttings.
